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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
REDDITCH  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  now  present  my  first  Annual  Report  for  the  Redditch  Urban 
District  in  respect  of  the  year  ending  31st.  December  1968. 

Since  I  commenced  duties  here  in  Redditch  in  September  1968, 

I  cannot  lay  claim  to  a  vast  experience,  or,  indeed,  intimate  knowledge 
of  the  district.  This  knowledge,  however,  grows  daily  and  I  have  been 
able  at  all  times  to  lean  on  the  shoulders  of  both  Mr.  Champion  and  Mr. 

Summer field,  in  order  to  supply  the  deficiences.  It  is  true  that  I 
have  had  no  lack  of  information  and  I  hope  that  I  haye  been  assiduous  in 
the  pursuit  of  it,  but  information  and  knowledge  are  only  the  bare  bones 
of  the  problems  and  it  takes  time  before  they  can,  as  it  were,  be  covered 
with  flesh,  representing  a  more  intimate  knowledge  and  experience  of 
the  district  and  the  problems  of  its  inhabitants. 

T^e  estimated  population  was  37,080  and  this  shows  a 
further  slight  increase  over  the  previous  year,  although  the  Birth  Rate 
continues  to  show  a  slight  decline  since  1966,  and  is  now  18.0  per  1000. 

This,  be  it  remembered,  is  higher  than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
(16.9)  The  illegitimacy  rate  shows  a  further  decline  this  year  being 
63*88  per  1000  live  births  compared  with  70,22  last  year. 

Deaths  from  all  causes  showed  a  slight  decline  on  last  year  - 
total  339  as  compared  to  361.  This  gives  a  death  rate  of  10. 3  per  1000 
of  the  population  comparing  favourably  with  11.9  for  England  and  Wales  as 
a  whole.  Of  this  total,  deaths  due  to  heart  disease  continue  to  head  the 
list  and  of  these  nearly  two  thirds  were  due  to  coronary  disease.  This 
disease  is,  unfortunately,  on  the  increase  and  is  also  tending  to  affect 
more  people  than  formerly  in  the  active  years  of  life  -  in  their  forties 
and  sometimes  even  thirties.  It  is  thought  to  be  largely  a  result  of 
under-exertion  and  over-eating,  and  there  is  a  good  deal  of  evidence  that 
this  is  so,  not  the  least  being  statistics  which  show  the  diesease  to 
be  more  common  in  people  of  a  sedentary ' car-borne ’  way  of  life,  rather 
than  those  engaged  in  physical  activities  -  professional  or  office 
workers  as  opposed  to  farm  workers  for  instance. 

Of  the  notifiable  infectious  diseases,  measles  continues  to 
take  pride  of  place.  It  is  noteworthy  that  the  total  cases  notified  fell 
from  507.  in  196*7  to  75  in  1968,  the  average  number  of  cases  notified 
per  annum  since  1964  being  319*  It  is  evident,  therefore,  that 
this  is  a  quite  remarkable  reduction  and  that  it  is  due  to  measles  vaccination 
which  commenced  in  Redditch  in  May  1968.  I  am  very  happy  to  say  that  this 
has  been  readily  accepted  by  the  public  here  in  Redditch,  and  that  the  number 
of  children  who  received  measles  vaccination  by  the  end  of  1968  -  680  in 
all  -  was  the  second  highest  of  all  the  Worcestershire  districts.  It  is 
doubly  pleasant  to  be  able  already  to  record  a  lessening  of  the  measles 
incidence. 


The  next  most  numerous  disease  -  whooping  cough  -  showed  an  increase 
this  year.  Both  measles  and  whooping  cough  are  popularly  regarded  as  mild, 
but  are,  in  fact,  serious,  especially  in  young  infants  and  children  when  they 
are  responsible  for  a  variety  of  chest  complications,  ear  infections  and 
so  on  -  not  to  mention  the  occasional  but  serious  onset  of  encephalitis  in 
the  case  of  measles.  They  are  not,  unfortunately,  always  treated  with  the 
healthy  respect  that  they  deserve,  and  children  with  these  diseases  are 
sometimes  hawked  about  both  to  their  own  detriment  and  that  of  the  public  at 
large.  It  should  be  remembered  that,  in  spite  of  great  advances  both  in 
prevention  and  treatment,  good  nursing,  care  and  attention  are  still 
necessary. 
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Of  the  remaining  infectious  diseases  it  is  worth  mentioning 
that  we  have  again  been  free  from  poliomyelitis  and,  also,  diphtheria, 
which  we  have  been  for  many  years.  The  downward  trend  in  tuberculosis 
continues  and  in  1968  there  were  no  deaths  recorded.  Notifications, 
too,  were  down,  there  being  5  in  1968  as  compared  to  8  in  1967. 

Immunisation  is  provided  against  Smallpox, Diphtheria, 

Whooping  Cough,  Tetanus,  Tuberculosis  for  secondary  school  children, 
and  now  Measles.  The  proportion  of  the  children  who  availed  of  the 
various  courses  offered  shows  a  slight  increase  in  general  over  the 
previous  year.  It  is  quite  good,  but,  of  course,  capable  of  further 
improvement.  Details  will  be  found  in  the  body  of  this  report.  That 
we  continue  to  be  without  smallpox,  poliomyelitis  or  diphtheria  and 
without  the  deaths  or  crippling  for  which  they  are  responsible  is  surely 
a  tribute  both  to  the  efficacy  of  the  immunisations  offered  and  to  the 
intelligence  of  the  people  who  avail  themselves  of  them. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Council  and  all 
concerned  for  the  kindly  way  in  which  they  have  received  me  since  I  came 
to  Redditch  last  September.  Also,  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department 
for  their  loyal  co-operation.  I  cannot  end  without  paying  tribute  to 
Mr.  Champion,  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  for  over  JO  years, 
during  the  short  time  that  our  paths  have  crossed  Mr.  Champion  has 
given  me  the  benefit  of  his  great  experience  of  this  district,  and 
I  would  like  to  thank  him  and  wish  him  every  happiness  and  good  fortune 
in  his  retirement.

Note:  Pulmonary  T.B.  which  John  Bunyan  called  the"Captain  of  the  Men  of 
Death"  was  not  even  under  "starters  orders".  'Heart  Disease'  again  leads 
the  field  followed  by  'Cancer'  at  a  respectable  distance  (ll8  deaths  as 
opposed  to  65).  'Respiratory  diseases'  (which  includes  pulmonary  T.B.) 
is  now  only  an  "also  ran".  Of  these,  the  number  of  deaths  from  pneumonia 
was  rather  high,  totalling  20,  but,  amongst  the  twenty  18  are  people  of  over 
65,  12  over  75  •  One  of  the  other  deaths  was  in  a  child  of  under  4  weeks. 

Pneumonia  is  now  a  disease  which  can  readily  be  combated  by  chemo-theraphy 
in  young  or  middle-aged  people,  but  it  still  takes  its  toll  of  the  very 
young  infants  and  the  elderly. 

Of  the  deaths  due  to  'Cancer'  -  65  in  all  -  cancer  of  the  lung  is  the  highest 
single  cause  and  the  high  male  incidence  was  born  out,  all  14  deaths  being  of 
men. 

Of  the  total  heart  disease  deaths  (ll8)  well  over  half  (88)  were  due  to 
coronary  disease,  29  of  which  took  place  in  the  active  years  of  life 
between  45  and  69.
